Early on Monday, May 28th, 2007, 

J. Percy Page was struck by the 

tragic death of Donald Wallace. We 

learned of the news through a 

school-wide video address by Ms. 

Stiles, with many students and staff 
numbed by the news. 


A special service was held at the school 
in the Global Classroom on Friday, 
May 31st to allow those of us who 
knew Donald to pay our respects. His 
loss affected us all. 


Grade 11 student killed while pushing stalled car along dark highway

EDMONTON -- Grade 11 student Donald Wallace was driving a borrowed car and on his way back from taking an 
acquaintance to the hospital when the engine stalled, said his father. 


It was dark early Monday morning. 


With no hazard lights or headlights, Wallace and the 16-year-old girl who was riding with him decided to push the car along the 
highway. They were five minutes from their destination near Calmar, 20 kilometers southwest of Edmonton, when Wallace was 
struck and killed by another car. 


"My poor baby; he hadn't even started shaving." Kerry Wallace said Tuesday of his son's death. "We're just devastated." 


The 17-year-old had great marks at J. Percy Page High School and was in line to get a provincial Rutherford Scholarship, his 
father said. He had just recently earned a blue belt in karate and helped teach once a week at a local martial arts school. And he 
had "a passion for big old Chevies,” said his father. "He was always working on the big old cars with me and he worked as a 
mechanic for a summer job, too. "He was very handsome and so smart. That's our only baby." 


Wallace was driving with his girlfriend, said a classmate who didn't want to be named. Wallace was always the first to laugh 
and would soon have the entire class laughing with him, she said. "It was like he always had an inside joke. He was just an 
amazing guy. He'll really be missed." 


Kerry Wallace said he didn’t know who his son drove to the hospital or why he was near Calmar. “After you lose your baby, it 
doesn't much matter." 


Funeral arrangements are still being arranged. 

Leduc RCMP said the Dodge Colt that Wallace was driving was headed west on Highway 39 when the engine stalled and the 
battery died. Wallace and his girlfriend were pushing the car, which was still partially in the traffic lane, when it was struck by a 
westbound Pontiac Sunfire driven by a 20-year-old Calmar woman. The woman and the passenger were not seriously injured. 
Wallace was airlifted to the University Hospital. His parents received the phone call at 2 a.m. and went to hospital just as the 
helicopter flew in. Their son died Monday evening. "He was gone from the time he was struck,” Kerry Wallace said. “He had 
severe brain injury before he hit the ground. "It wasn't the fault of the other driver. The other driver couldn't see." 


Wallace's organs were donated to help four other people.
